Governor's Highway And Bridge 
•Program b Passed Byienate 


ANNAPCHJS, Md.. March 26 UP) 
—The Senate quickly passed and 
sent to the House today two bills 
that would accomplish the highway 
and bridge program urged by Gov­ 
ernor Lane. 
Total cost of the projected con­ 
struction would be $163,000,000 of 
which $139,000,000 would be avail­ 
able to the SUte Roads Commis­ 
sion during the next five years. 
The remainder of the funds — 
$34.000.000—would be for construc­ 
tion of a Chesapeake Bay bridge, 
although one bill sanctions the 
crectton of other spans. A Patapsco 
river crossing, either by bridge or 
tunnel, has been mentioned fre­ 
quently as another potential project. 
Monies for the bridges would be 
provided by self-liquidating bonds. 
lo be paid off via tolls. 
The $100,000,000 SUte highway 
bond issue would be backed by the 
eommbslao's Sbon et gaaoline taxes 


and proceeds from the motor vehicle 
Utling tax. 
In his roads message. Governor 
Lane advocated the bond issue as a 
means of constructing a “modem 
highway system" within the next 
five years. 
Gasoline tax revenues would be 
enlarged by raising the levy to five 
cents per gallon, allotting 90 per­ 
cent to the Roads Commission, IO 
percent to Baltimore City and the 
remaining 30 percent to the counties 
and incorporated municipalities. 
Robert M. ReindoUar, chairman of 
the Roads CommiMlon, said recent­ 
ly his agency would probably spend 
$15,000,000 this year, but that prog­ 
ress would depend much on the 
availability and coat of materials 
Under the self-liquidating pro­ 
gram, all projects could be lumped 
together so that amortization of 
each might ba laciltutad by rtve- 
nuas from att.

and one of its six engines silent—to

after an anxious six hours in the air. 
Twelve of the 14 men aboard the 
$30j000.000 B-36 had taken to their 
parachutes after the need tor an 
emergency landing became appar­ 
ent. Six of them were hurt as a stiff 
wind scattered them over a wide 
area west of Fort Worth. 
But Erickson end Ous Green, 
Consolidated-Vultee Aircraft oper­ 
ations manager set the big ship 
down so lightly on Hs damaged right 
landing gear that no further dam­ 
age was done to the craft. 
Hundreds of soldiers and civilians 
surged out on the Fort Worth Army 
Air Field as the 139-ton craft ap­ 
proached for a landing.

Has Mayor Post Had Change 
Of Heart On Gambling Issue? 
Six days ago, Mayor Thomas S. Poet issued a state­ 
ment to the effect he had no knowledge gambling waa 
being permitted so openly as had been disclosed In 
the story revealing that a teen-ager had wagered, and 
lost. $1.200—his savings for compensation received 
while serving in World War II. Mayor Post said fur­ 
ther that he intended calling on the heads of the Po­ 
lice Department for an explanation for such condi­ 
tion. He got around to conferring with Chief Eyer* 
man yesterday. 
Before his meeting, Mr. Post announced that no 
violations of the city's gambling ordinance have been 
brought to his attention recently and that he had no 
Immediate plans for a conference with police officials 
k l regard to gambling in the city, so it must be as­ 
sumed that gambling was not a topic of that meet­ 
ing. 
It is not known what Mr. Post considers •‘recent­ 
ly.** but it would seem that the arrest a few days ago 
of one operator of tip boards, his plea of guilty and his 
being held for the April term of the grand Jury would 
fall within that term. 
The Mayor certainly knew of the scheduled hear­ 
ing in the teen-ager's case because he stated publicly 
he intended being present but arrived too late. But it 
was not too late for him to have ordered an arrest by 
city authorities in this case, which could have been 
made without the question of double Jeopardy being 
raised. 
In the wake of all this he declared that he In­ 
tended to find out for himself why such a situation, 
as disclosed by the teen-age ex-serviceman, is being 
permitted, adding that “Policemen are apparently 
lying down on their Job.” 
It is very apparent he has, 
for one reason or another, had a change of heart 
since a conference between Police Commissioner 
Keenan and Chief of Police Eyerman. 
We think the 
public is entitled to an explanation from Mr. Post 
beyond the mere statement that no violations have 
been brought to his attention. 
At the conclusion of the Keegan-Eyerman meet­ 
ing, Chief Eyerman refused to make any comment, 
but Commissioner Keegan issued a statement in which 
he said that, “To the best of my knowledge the depart­ 
ment’s (police) affairs are being conducted well, with 
only one outstanding robbery—that at Allegany High 
School—still unsolved.** 
It could have escaped our 
attention, but we have neither seen nor heard any­ 
thing to the effect that the thefts of narcotics from 
Allegany and Memorial Hospitals have been solved. 
Both places were burglarized, and in our opinion they 
take precedent over the school, however regretful it 
is that a school fund of approximately $800 comprised 
the loot from that “breaking in” Job. 
We have no criticism to make of the police de­ 
partment because these two robberies remain un­ 
solved and they need not, in themselves, cast any 
reflection on the Department. 
But we find it dif­ 
ficult to follow Commissioner Keegan in his acknowl­ 
edgement that gambling is going on but nothing is 
done about it. 
Commissioner Keegan said, “I’m not holding any 
brief for breaking the law and the Police Department 
will make arrests when the law is broken, but people 
should realize that stamping out gambling is no easy 
proposition in view of what goes on.” 
He did not 
elaborate on the last portion of that statement: “In 
view of what is going on,” leaving many to wonder 
if he meant to imply “protection” was being given. 
Commissioner Keegan further stated that he is 
aware there is gambling in the city, and because of 
that remark there were those who were quick to com­ 
ment he is to be congratulated for his frankness. 
On the other hand, there were those who looked upon 
It as flippant, or perhaps, displaying an indifferent 
attitude, because, it has been contended, if he knows 
gambling exists he should see to it that a sincere 
effort is made to put an end to it. 
The Police Commissioner stated further that It 
k difficult to catch those engaged in gambling be­ 
cause those places maintain “lookouts.” 
That fact 
has been demonstrated on more than one occasion 
when raids were planned and when those “lookouts” 
were tipped-off with the resultant “cover-up.” 
Perhaps uniformed police are handicapped in see­ 
ing, at first hand, tip boards, slot machines, etc., in 
play, so, if they are unable to discover such violations, 
plainclothes methods should be resorted to, and those 
employed should be trustworthy to the point of 
•cerning evidence without the possibility of those they 
have under surveils nee being tipped-off. 
There should be no repetition of the teen-ager’s 
•ase of last week. 
Mayor Post is Just as much re­ 
sponsible in seeing to it that there isn’t as the heads 
of the Police Department, and the public expects him 
to take whatever steps are necessary to that end.

CAUSES GALORE FOR 
BACKACHE 
T 


HE back is one of th# most 
vulnerable spots in the body 
and few individuals escape ex­ 
periencing discomfort in this 
area at some time in life. Fortunate­ 
ly. the visitation is usually tempo­ 
rarily but may prove to be a real 
troublemaker should it persist or 
have a tendency to recur. 
There are so many causes that no 
physician can give his opinion with­ 
out the benefit of a careful exami­ 
nation, including X-rays. Injury or 
strain are generally responsible but 
it is not always easy to ascertain 
exactly which of the 
numerous 
structures that make up the beck 
is involved. 
The region contains 
bones, ligaments, tendons, muscles, 
fascia and nerves. 
Thus the term 
“backache” is too vague and, be­ 
fore treatment begins, a more defi­ 
nite diagnosis must be made. 


Sometimes the origin is inequality 
In the length of the lower extremi­ 
ties. The disparity need not be 
much to offset normal alignment of 
the vertebrae. On standing, the 
weight of the body is supported by 
the spine and pelvis and transm it­ 
ted to the legs. If both are straight 
and of equal length, the plane of 
the pelvis Is parallel with the floor 
but should one be shorter than IU 
mate, tilting occurs. 
To rectify the 
situation, the muscles of the back 
contract and pull the spinal column 
In the opposite direction bo th at 
the torso will at least be up and 
down and not off balance. But the 
muscles may find the tension too 
great especially if meanwhile the 
back has been injured. As a result, 
aching ensues. By building up the 
shoe on the short side or reducing 
the height of the heel on the longer 
aide, relief follows. 
Many women complain of back­ 
ache after a day of hard work In the 
home, and it is likely to be a 
manifestation of fatigue. Tbs back 
is tired and has all it can do to 
keep the body erect. As each hour 
continues without rest, the traum a 
Increases. The same can be said of 
individuals who have been in bed 
for a long period. On getting up, 
the muscles and ligaments which 
were weakened thru lack of use are 
now called upon to perform their 
old duties. The effort may be too 
much and no wonder they rebel. 
Until strengthened, pain will con­ 
tinue. 
Another group develops the symp­ 
tom because the bed is too soft or 
sags in 
the middle. Apparently 
while sleeping the spine is unable 
to relax because of the unnatural 
position and distress ensues. By 
placing a board under the mattress, 
improvement is often noted within 
three or four days. 


When the bony parts are affect­ 
ed. the condition may be more diffi­ 
cult to eliminate. 
Occasionally a 
focus of infection in the teeth, 
throat, or prostate keeps an arth­ 
ritic disturbance alive. Others, thru 
a mishap of some sort, have dis­ 
placed the cushioning material be­ 
tween the vertebrae. The resulting 
abnormality, known as “herniated 
intervertebral disc,” usually requires 
operation for permanent cum. 
When nervousness or hysteria is 
responsible for backache, the dis­ 
order may be as incapacitating and 
difficult to alleviate as tho them 
were something actually wrong. At 
any rate the outcome of treatm ent 
in each case cannot be determined 
until the exact nature of the pain is 
discovered.

Truman's Greek-Turkey Action

WASHINGTON. March l f —More 
diplomatic 
details 
are

leaking out regarding the sudden 
British dumping of the Greek di­ 
lemma into Uncle Sam’s lap. 


Far several ■sulks there had 
keen a bitter rem Iwaide the 
Laker Cabinet ever beth Greece 
and Pi tost I nr The Fereiga Of­ 
fice wanted ie cent inns British 
operation In beth eonntrtos, but 
the Chaaceltor et the Exeheqner, 
worried over dwindling British 
finances, was appeaed. 


The dispute dragged on for some 
time. Rumblings reached the State 
Department and this was the source 
of reports on Capitol Hill th at Sec­ 
retary of State Jimmie Byrnes had 
been warned last October that Brit­ 
ain would have to get out of Greece. 
Actually, British storm warnings 
were put up, but there was no def­ 
inite decision until three weeks aga 
Then. British weather plus the 
internal economic crisis, played in­ 
to the hands of British budget bal­ 
ancers. The Foreign Office was giv­ 
en an ultimatum to dump Greece. 
Note—Some people wonder bow 
the British can get away with the 
argument that it is too expensive 
for them to keep 10,000 troops in 
Greece when they can afford to 
keep 100,000 troops in Palestine. 
The answer is that they can’t. 
Palestine also will be dumped short­ 
ly. Tragedy Is that Palestine wasn’t 
turned over to the United Nations 
long ago before Jewish passions 
had reached such a frenzy that a 
solution by the United Nations, the 
United States or anyone else will 
be difficult. 


By-Passing United Nations 


The more the diplomatic corps 
scrutinises the Truman doctrine for 
Greece and Turkey, the more its 
members are inclined to think the 
USA made a historic mistake in by­ 
passing the United Nations. 
This is the conclusion of friend­ 
ly-disposed diplomats, many of them 
Latin-Americans. whose future is 
tied up with the peace and prosper­ 
ity of this country. While they rec­ 
ognise the need for speed, they are 
convinced that President Truman 
should have placed all the facts be­ 
fore the United Nations at the very 
start, not as an afterthought. They 
also fear the USA established a 
precedent that may boomerang. Two 
cases are cited to prove their point: 
I. Suppose Ute situation is rever­ 
sed and Russia wants to apply the 
Truman doctrine to Latin America. 
She now has an excellent excuse for 
by-[tossing the United Nations. 
To be more specific, Nicaragua 
and Panama are the two Latin 
American nations corresponding to 
Greece and Turkey. Panama, like 
Turkey, is on both sides of a water­ 
way Just as vital to the U8A as the 
Dardanelles to the USSR. Nicara­ 
gua, alongside Panama, could con­ 
trol the Panama Canal. Just as any 
nation controlling Greece could con­ 
trol the Dardanelles. 


It is ae secret thai Russian 
agents have been extremely ac­ 
tive In parts of Latin America, 
and the day may come when 
Communist governments In one 
or more of these countries will 
appeal to Russia for help against 
the USA. As sovereign nations 
they could argue. Just as do Tur­ 
key and Greece, that they have a 
right lo gel help from whom­ 
ever they please—by-passing the 
United Nations. 


In such a case. Russia would have 
the precedent of the Truman doc­ 
trine and could argue that what's 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. According to this doctrine. 
Russia would have the right to send 
military equipment to Panama and 
Nicaragua regardless of our oppo­ 
sition. 
This illustration myy appear far­ 
fetched. But diplomats point out 
that already Chile, where the Com­ 
munist party holds the balance of 


power. Is signing a trade pact with 
Russia. 


Stopping Russia In Iran 
2. As a reverie Illustration of 
what the United Nations can do 
to atap aggression, diplomats 
point to tho ease of Iran. This 
was the greatest victory so far 
achieved by the United Nations, 
and came Just as the Security 
Council got on its first wobbly 
legs, with the world watching 
to soc whether It could really 
walk. 


Iran, to Russia, is one of the most 
strategic areas in the world, second 
only to the Dardanelles. 
Sitting 
astride the Gulf of Persia and an 
outlet to a warm-water port. Iran 
Is Just as important as the ports of 
Manchuria. 
In Iran. Russia was trying to do 
what she is now trying to do in 
Greece—set up a Communist gov­ 
ernment friendly to the USSR. 
However, strong factions in the 


Iranian Government were opposed 
and appealed to the United Na­ 
tions. 
The United Nations had no police 
force, no international inspectors. 
no international organization 
to 
speak of. It had only the force of 
public opinion. Yet its emphatic 
stand stopped Russia in its tracks. 
The boys in tile Kremlin scarcely 
knew what had hit them. The\ com­ 
plained to high heaven, but the 
United Nations stood firm and won 
a great victory. 


That victory, according ta the 
diplomatic view, baa now been 
nullified by the Truman doc­ 
trine. 
If Truman had sent a 
note ta the United Nations si­ 
multaneously with his message 
ta Congress explaining his con­ 
templated Greco-Turkish action 
and asking long-range UN co­ 
operation, he might have taken 
off part of the curse. Instead, 
he went fishing.

WASHINGTON. March 2 6 —Those 
administration officials 
who have 
endeavored to christen the Presi­ 
dent's recent pronouncement of po­ 
licy toward Greece and Turkey ss 
the “Truman 
Doctrine’’ are not 
rendering a service either to the 
policy or to Mr. Truman 
For the policy would be vulner­ 
able to far more attack than it is 
now getting if the idea created that 
Mr. Truman has departed [rom tra­ 
dition and lias set forth some new 
policy when the truth is he has 
merely reaffirmed 
the 
basis on 
which the United States entered the 
first world war and the basis on 
which it found entry into the second 
world war imperative. 
The first real departure from tra­ 
dition came in 1917 when President 
Woodrow Wilson told Congress that 
“the world must be made sale for 
democracy.” He pointed out then 
that wherever despotism or mili­ 
tarism rules, no country w'ith a 
Democratic system can feel safe. 
The despotism of 1917 did not differ 
from the despotism of 1941. In both 
cases military power and autocracy 
made the Democratic nations feel 
insecure, and when their sovereign 
rights were attacked the cause waa 
not stated as simply 
a 
defense 
against such attacks but wa* broad­ 
ened to denounce the whole frame­ 
work of despotism. 
Mr. Wilson’s idea was that dis­ 
armament would be impossible if 
despotism continued in any major 
country where the war-making pow­ 
er was not in the hands of the peo­ 
ple but In the custody of one man s 
arbitrary will. 
The first work! war crushed the 
militarism of Germany, but the mili­ 
tarism reappeared and in 1939 again 
attacked the democracies of Europe 
and subsequently threatened the 
security rd the United States. 


Truman's Bim arks Compared 


W hat President Truman said a 
for night ago to Congress may be 
compared with what the late Presi­ 
dent Wilson told Congress when 
America entered Work! War I: 
“The world must be made safe 
for democracy . . . and we shall 
fight for the things which we have 
always carried nearest our hearts— 
for democracy, tor the right of those 
who submit to authority to have a 
voice in their own governments, 
for the rights and liberties of small 
nations, tor the universal dominion 
of right by such a concert of free 
peoples as shall bring peace and 
safety to all nations and make the 
world itself at last free.” 
What President Truman has so 
courageously done is to reaffirm 
in peacetime the basis for which 
America fought two ware. This is in 
contrast to what other presidents 
did between World War I and World 
War II and there is plenty of room 
for praise for Mr. Truman's action 
without giving it a name that weak­ 


ens rather than 
strengthens the 
American position on principle 
If a name is insisted upon, then 
It might better be called the “Uru­ 
guayan Doctrine.” because it is Uru­ 
guay which has proclaimed within 
the last two years that intervention 
in tile affairs of sny country was 
justified 
if 
internal 
conditions 
therein threatened the peace of tho 
world. 
Secretary of State Byrne* an­ 
nounced the concurrence of 
tho 
United States in the Uruguayan 
dourine. Indeed if such a doctrine 
had been universally adopted after 
World War I and had been enforced 
bv the major powers of the world, 
then the second world war would 
have 
been averted. 
Incidentally, those observers who 
are referring to the Truman policy 
as an extension on a world-wido 
basts of the Monroe Doctrine are 
unaware of what the Monroe Doc­ 
trine has meant in Pan-American 
relationships for the last century. 
Latin America has bitterly assailed 
the 
conception 
that the United 
States, by reason of its proximity 
to central South America or be­ 
cause of the declaration of Presi­ 
dent Monroe, had any right of in­ 
tervention when internal conditions 
were disturbed. Certainly the Unit­ 
ed States at no time has Interven­ 
ed to support any particular form 
of government in 
Latin 
America 
and the countries to tile south of tm 
rejected every proposal that waa 
ever made to tie the Monroe Doc­ 
trine to democracy or a ‘republi­ 
can form of government * 
It is. therefore, sign moat 
dud 
Uruguay has proposed the doctrine 
of Intervention when internal condi­ 
tions disturb the peace of the world 
or threaten to do so. 
The United States again and again 
has insisted that Its Intervention 
in Latin American revolutions has 
been merely to protect American 
lives and property.

Country Is Seen In Peril Of 


Moving To High Price Level 


By MARK SULLIVAN 
The country is in peril of moving 
to a new high level of prices. Ex­ 
perts having economic understand­ 
ing see the peril. So do some 
thoughtful persons in high places 
in business and industry. These de­ 
plore the high level prices have 
already reached, doubt whether some 
of the high prices are* sound, and 
are apprehensive about what they 
anay lead to. 
A few business and industrial 
leaders have warned of the danger 
publicly, and within their own fields 
have reduced prices. Others are ex­ 
pected to. In the existing condition, 
heads of business and industry as 
a group have a special responsibility 
for averting a new high level of 
prices; and a large number of them, 
though not all. are in a position 
to restrain prices or reduce them. 
This was not true of the high level 
of prices into which we moved last 
year. For last year’s rise in prices. 
a large responsibility was on labor 
unions. The wage raises they de­ 
manded increased the cost of goods. 
An even larger factor was the long 
strikes which labor unions conduct­ 
ed. The strikes postponed the pro­ 
duction of goods, and 
by 
pro­ 
longing scarcities caused prices to 
remain high and go higher. 
Capital Has Responsibility 
This year heads of industries have 
responsibility. Many of them, though 
not all. are making very large pro­ 
fits. They can reduce the prices of 
good they make and tell. Such re­ 
ductions. if general, would avert the 
peril of the country passing into a 
new high price level. 
The profits many industries have 
already made are very large. The 
trend throughout 1946 was upward. 
A publication of the National City 
Bank of New York compared 1946 
profits with those of the preceding 
year. In 16 companies in the baking 
industry, the rate of profit on net 
worth in 1945 was 10%. In 1946 it 
rose to 199%. In 36 companies in 
the cotton goods business, the rate 
of return rose from 8% in 1945 to 
23.8% in 1946. And so on through 
many lines of industry and business. 
(It should be said that such high 
profits did not take place in all 
industries, nor in all the corpora­ 
tions in any industry.) 
The trend seems upward. A study 
of financial reports shows that the 
rates of profit during the last quar­ 
ter of 1946 were higher than during 
the quarter preceding. If the rates 
of profit in the last quarter of 1946 
should continue through 1947, they 
would be extraordinarily high. 


In the light of profits already 
made, and before more are made, 
the sound course for the counties 
economic health is to reduce prices. 
Prices are already excessively high. 
The 
wholesale 
commodity 
index 
allows prices 36.8% above a year 
ego. 
Because prices and the cost of 
living are high, labor unions are de­ 
manding new wage raises. But a 
new wave of wage raises, following 
last year’s, with wages chasing prices 
upward, woyld be another step in 
inflation. Much better for every­ 
body, including labor, would be a 
general reduction of prices. A gen­ 
eral reduction of prices and of 
cost of living is for labor the 
equivalent of a wage raise. For ev­ 
erybody, a general 
reduction of 
prices would be better. 
Seen By Wise Industrial'Leader* 
Wise industrial leaders see this. 
Tile Ford Motor Co. has set an 
example. Tile president of the In­ 
ternational Harvester Co . Mr. F o w ­ 
ler McCormick, in announcing a re­ 
duction of prices of tractors, trucks 
and farm machinery, said: “We have 
done something for our stockholders 
. . . and have done plenty for our 
employees. Now we must be equitable 
in our treatment of the third group 
—our customers ” 
In that statement substitute the 
word "public” for “customers'*, and 
the statement expresses an economic 
truth, general in application. For 
profits there are three possible de*- 
tinations—to the stockholders in di­ 
vidends. to workers in higher wages. 
to the public in reduced prices. Fur 
the most useful destination at this 
time is to the public in the form of 
reduced prices Any other use of the 
large profits now being made would 
be fools* gold for everybody, for it 
would be a step toward inflation.

Dear Miss Fairfax: 
My husband deserted me and our 
two children. Now he wants to sell 
our home, but it is not all paid for. 
Before he can sell it. I must sign 
the papers. < But. if I do, then I 
and my children will be without a 
place to go. I don't know how I 
would be able to pay for the house, 
though. Also, my husband want* a 
divorce. 
What do you think I should do? 
Sign the papers for the home to 
be sold and give him his divorce. 
or see if I can't keep the home 
for myself and the children?

You don't say whether or not your 
husband supports you and the child­ 
ren. but. if he deserted you, I as­ 
sume that he does not. Nor do I see 
how, under these circumstances, he 
can get a divorce. Unless your hus­ 
band has some charge that he can 
bring against you of which you 
havent told me, it seems to me it 
would be very difficult for him to 
win his case. 
On the other hand, you could 
bring suit against him for desertion, 
if he stays away from you for two 
years. If you provide the support 
for yourself and the children, possi­ 
bly you might, in some way. be 
able to arrange to make small pay­ 
ments on your home until it is all 
paid for and you have full owner­ 
ship.

At rn showman, Billy Rote the 
Mighty Midget of Broadway, make* 
Barnum 
and 
Ziegfeld 
look 
like 
junior partners. The Midas touch 
of this incredible song writer, pro­ 
ducer. columnist, night-club owner 
and World's Pair intrepreneur has 
made a millionaire at 47. 
Twenty years ago, as a song writ­ 
er. Billy Rose dashed off a ditty 
about a cartoon character named 
Barney Google, owner of a spavined 
horse. Spark Plug. Publisliers and 
noted Broadway singers, held their 
noses when they heard it. 
So our diminutive Billy hired a 
horse costume and saw the alen 
struggling, 
small-time, comedians. 
Ole Olsen and Chic Johnson. With­ 
out encouragement. Little 
Willie 
donned the costume, cantered about 
having the lyric. 
Olsen and Johnson, who would 
do anything for a laugh, capitulat­ 
ed and in two weeks the ditty was 
the rage of New York. In four weeks 
it swept the country and eventually 
sold 1000.OOO sheet music copier 
and recordings by the million. 
Worth A Few Millions Today 
Today, Billy Rose is worth a 
•od, comfortable few millions — 
about $5,000,000 at last count—ana 
owns the world-famous night club 
the 
Diamond 
Horseshoe, 
which 
yields more than a few balsa of 
hay annually. He also has become 
the author of one of the country's 
most popular columns — Pitching 
Horseshoes — syndicated through 
The Bell Syndicate, Inc., and pub­ 
lished in The Cumberland News 
and more than IOO other newspap­ 
ers. 
Billy Rose was born In ISM. He 
was a frau, sickly boy, eyer the 
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target for tougher boys. T hat’s how 
he learned to run, which stood him 
in good stead later in winning Pub­ 
lic School No. 44 interscholastic 
track meets. 
Billy took to shorthand in high 
school and in three months was 
writing faster and more accurate. 
tiuui his instructor, became the 
school’s fastest stenographer and 
eventually emerged victorious over 
the best student shorthand writers 
of New York City. Eventually he 
achieved a rate of more than 230 
words a minute, which the cham­ 
pion John Robert Gregg, inventor 
of the system, rates Rose as “the 
finest natural shorthand writer I 
ever encountered.** 
Early in World War I, Billy start­ 
ed work with the War Industries 
Board and was soon heading the 
largest corps of the fastest steno­ 
graphers in the country. His skill 
attracted the attention of Bemat o 
M. Baruch, chairman of the WIB, 
and they have been close friends 
since. 
During the war. he reported the 
conferences of such men as Baruch, 
Grace, 
Parrel, 
Lamont, 
DuPont, 
Gary Schwab, Guggenheim, and 
other captains of industry. He was 
impressed by them, the wealth they 
controlled and the power they em­ 
bodied.

Over $9,000 was spent in Allegany 
county for snow removal and plow­ 
ing of county highways during this 
month’s heavy snowfall, according 
to Charles N. Wilkinson, Jr., presi­ 
dent of the Allegany County Board 
of Commissioners. 
Wilkinson explained that County 
Engineer Albert S. Paye, had hired 
considerable extra equipment and a 
number of additional men to keep 
roads open and several county roads 
were plowed as many as six times 
within a couple of days. The strain 
on regular men and equipment was 
terrific. Paye declared, and crews 
worked aa much as 20 hours at a 
time without rest, In an effort to 
keep lateral roadways clear for 
traffic. 
Commissioner Wilkinson, who lives 
on DeHaven Road, near the city, 
and who was cartooned several 
weeks ago as tieing the first one 
to have a road open, said yesterday 
that he feels the cartoon is a dis­ 
tortion of facts and It has subjected 
him to considerable embarrassment. 
The fact Is.” he declared. “I do 
not have a garage at my house, and 
my car was so badly snowed under, 
I couldn't ihove it for several days. 
Then too, a lot of people think I 
have a private road which was 
plowed open by county employes 
and equipment. This is not true. 
DeHaven Road is at least 75 years 
old and was taken into the county 
system in 1942. There are IO other 
families living along the road be­ 
sides the Wilkinsons, and eight 
children who make their homes on 
DeHaven Road attend school. 
Actually, the road was opened so 
these children could get to school 
and all persons living out there 
could get to and from their work. 
De Haven was not the first road 
opened, but came in turn as the 
plows and crews got to It. 
“The cartoon has caused me a 
great amount of annoyance and em­ 
barrassment.

Teamsters and Chauf­ 
feurs Union, AFL, has reached an 
agreement with general contractors 
of the Cumberland area which pro- 
tides for Increases of from 15 to 25 
cents per hour for five classifica­ 
tions of drivers In the construction 
industry, Charles E. Bramble, presi­ 
dent, announced yesterday.
